to addition te the petition presented to Dr. Parra* Velasco as President of 
the Ecuadoran delegation to the Conference, FSUS leaders are presently 
preparing letters to university organisations in other Latin Araerioan coun -via.: 
requesting their support in bringing pressure to bear on the delegates at the 
Conference with regard to this natter. 

TSOB students reportedly also ara responsible for articles which have recently 
appeared in SLJ&2i2flSij « Quito dally, in favor of the poliaies of Parra 
Vel asco and against United States oongressnen for their stand on the Oran 
Colo m bia Merchant Marina. These articles have bean consistent with the usi al 
CcBBunlet Party line adopted against the United States and the Pan-Aasrloar 
Union. 
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
